That power has a 
itrcngxh, fooiewbat unaccountable 
and [Mculiar toherfelt: Moie de- 
ficient in pecuniary funds, than 
any oiher'greal power in Europe, 
(he is better able to fubfift, and to 
do confidcrabic things without 
them. For, by a long habit, the 
whole llate is foriped to its ncceili- 
ties : and the fubjeA is more ready 
to fupply free quarter, and to en- 
dure military licence than any other. 
The country is abundantly fruitful 
in all its parti. And whilll the 
war it carried on near home, an ar- 
bitrary government, operating on 
fo extenCvc an objeA, can hardly 
fail of fuch refources, as mull fcrve 
an Auftrian array j which is ftill 
paid, in a great jneafute, as Tacitus 
ilefcribcs the troops of the ancient 
Germans to have been ; ihej ha'oe a 
fltMiful table m lituofpaj '. 

And indeed it tiiull be owned, 
that there is no Sovereign, who is 
more highly honoured in his domi- 
nions, or obeyed with a greater 
mixture oCIove and reverence, by 
all bit fubjeftsi than her Imperial 
Majefty. So that having a very am- 
ple power, very willing obedience, 
a large territory, and many men, 
not lufficiently employed in the arts 
of peace, it perhaps ni:iy be gucf- 
fed. in what manuer die h;:i been 
able to fupply her many and great 
loHes, and to continue a war, like 
the preleni, better than llaie^ mote 
abundant in money. She is befides,

This flownels coald not efcapc 
general obfervatit^n, in the afiioai 
ofthelaft year. That the Auftrian* 
did not play, with fu(£cient fpirit, 
the great game which was in their 
hinds, after the battle of Hohlcir- 
chcn and the entry of the Ruffiana 
into the New Marche o'f Branden- 
burgh, feem) hardly difputable. 
Perhaps it was that the court of Vi- 
enna, by an error cominon to mwtf 
courts, but particularly, fo to this, 
and often fatal lo it, interfered too 
much and too minutely in the ope- 
rations of the campaign. 

It is not impuftible that the cha- 
rafter of Maifhal Daun himfclf, 
might have had fomc Ihare in thia 
in:idivity ; acharaifter almoft in all 
things the ilirert reverfe of that of 
hit PruHian majclty. He faw that 
the King, jflive, refolute and ad- 
venturous, wafted hinifelf even by 
that aAivity and fpirit, to which he 
owed his molt brilliant futcclTi;!. 
Should the Aullrians carry on the 
war in the fame fpirit, they might 
fuffcr in the fame manner, without 
being ever able to equal, much lefs 
10 exceed that great Monarch, in a - 
ftile of aflion peculiarly his own.

The event 
however was, in its confequences, 
far from indifFereni ; for the allies 
having miffed this blow, the French 
ftill kept Francfort, and all the ad-

The Prnffian army fell 
fhori of thirty thoufand ; and they 
had greater difad vantages than their 
inferiority of numbers to get over. 
They had a bridge to paf<, and 
fucb a narrow dcBle to Aruggle 
flifooghj that fcarce a third of a 



battalion could march iit front. Th4 
ground was fuch, that the cavalry- 
could not fupport their infaoiry. 
Yet with all thefe difficulties the 
attaclcwas long and refolate. But 
this refulut ion made their repuUe, 
which all thefe difadvancages had 
rendered inevitable, far more bloody 
and dillrefsful. Four thoufand fe- 
ven hundred were killed or prifon. 
ers ; the wounded came 10 three 
thoufand. General Woberfnow, an 
officer of great ability, was killed^ 
and General Manteuffel was wound- 
cd. The PruOians were obliged to 
retire, but they were not purfued, 
and they palTed the Oder without 
moleftation. ' The Ruffians feized 
upon the towns of CrofTen an«} 
Frankfort on the Oder. 

The King of Pniffia, fince the be^ 
ginning of the war, had never !)!• 
theno obtained an advantage where 
he was not perfonaliy prefeni. HiV 
prcfence now tjecame more neccf- 
fary than eyer. Since the aftion at 
Zulichau the Ruffians had, pene- 
trated a confiderable way into hiq 
territories, and had takep polTeffion 
of the important city of Frankfort 
upon the Oder.

The King in thofe circumftances 
wrote a billet to the Queen, to this 
effefl. " Madam, we have beat 
•' the Ruffians from thtir entrench- 
" menis. In two hours expeit to 
•' hearof a glorious viilory," This 
news arrived at Uurlin, jult as the 
poft was going out, and the friends 
of the King of Pruflia throughout 
Europe, exutied in a certain and 
conclufivc victory. Meantime For- 
tune H3i preparing for him a terti* 
blc icvcrfe. 
- The enemy, defeated in almoft 
every (luarter, found their left wing, 
(battered as it was, to be more en- 
tire than any other part of the ar- 
my. Count Sukikoff therefore af-

It is confidently faid, that the Pruf- 
lian generals were unanimous in 
their opinion, that they Oiould not 
endeavour at that time to pulh any 
farther the advantages they had ob- 
tained. They reprefcnted to tlie 
King, (hat the enemy was ftili Tcry 
numerous, thor artillery was very 
conGderabie, and the poll which 
they occupied of great Arength ; chat 
his brave troops, who had been ett- 
gaged fo long a time, in the feve- 
rell aAion perhaps ever known, and 
in one of the hoiteft days ever f^It, 
were too much exhaullcd for a new 
attempt ; an attempt of fuch ex- 
treme dii^i^ulty as might daunt even 
trtmps that were quite frefli. That 
the advantage he had gained woald 
be as deciQve in its confequences as 
that at Zorndorf; and whilft the 
enemy filled the gazettes of their 
party, with frivolous difputes of 
the field of battle, he would be 
reaping, as he did then, all the ef- 
fects uf an unqueflioned vi3ory. 
I'hat the enemy would be obliged 
to retire immediately into Poland, 
and to leave hiqi at liberty to aA in 
other quarters, where his prefencc 
was full as neceflary. 

Thefe reafons were very coeent j 
and for a few moments they leem^ 
ed to have fome weigiit with the 
King. But lus character foon de- 
termined him to a contrary refolu- 
tion. He could not bear to be a 
conqueror by halves. One effort 
more was alone wanting to that 
viflon-, which would free him for 
tver from the adverfry which had 
leaned heaviell on him during the 
whole war. 
Once tnoie he put all to ibe ha- 
* zard. . 
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xiri. His mfantry flill refolaie and 
fapportcd by their late furcefs, wen; 
readily brought to »& again. They 
drew on their bodies ^ii^tiog with 
heat and labour to a new attack, 
Bui the enierprize was beyond 
iheir ftrength. The fitoationof the 
enemy was impregnable; and their 
artillery, which began to be fuperior 
to that of the Pruflians, on account 
cff the difficulty of the ground, 
which made ii impoiGblc for the lat- 
ter tu bring up any odicr than a few 
fmall piec^i, repulfed thcfe feeble 
battalion] with a great flaughier. 
With an aClonifliing, perhaps with 
a blara cable perfeve ranee, the 
Pniflian intaniry was brought to a 
fecond anack, and were a fecond 
tinie repulfed, and with a lofs greater 
ihan at firft. Thefc eiForts being un- 
fuccefifol, the affair was put W the 
cavalry. They made redoubled, but 
ufelefs attacks i the horfes were 
rpent, as well as thofe they carried. 

It was jull at that time when the 
Prudian horfe ivas wailed by thefc 
nofaccefsful efforts that the greaicll 

Eart of the Ruflian, and the whnle 
ody of the Auftrinn cavalry, which 
had been hitherto quite inactive, 
and which was therefore quite frclh, 
nilhed down upon them, broke 
ibem to pieces, forced them back 
upon their foot, and threw the 
whole into irreparable diforder. 
The whole army was fcized with a 
panic; and in a few minutes thofe 
troops fo lately liilorious and irre- 
Gf^iblc, were totally difpeifed and 
defeated. The King did every thing 
to reftore the field, hazarding his 
peribn even beyond his former dar- 
ing, and prodigal of a life he feem- 
'ffto think ought not to be fepa- 
nied from conqueft. Thrice he led 
on bu iroops to \h: charge ; two 
iunfa were killed under him ; fc^c- 
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ral balls were in his cloaths. The 
effort* of Ikill, courage and defpair 

were ifiade, and proved ineffectual; 
a fingle error outweighed them all. 
Scarcely a general, hardly an infe- 
rior officer in the army was without 
fome wound. That of General 
Seidlitz was particularly unfortu- 
nate; for to that wound the failure 
of the horfe which he commanded 
was principally attributed. It was 
to the fpirii and conduA of this able 
officer, that a great part of the fuc- 
cefs at Zorndorf was owing, in the 
laA campaign. It is knnwn, that 
if it had not been for a fealonable 
movement of the horfe, th< whole 
Pniflian army had then been in 
gr-ai danger of a defeat. 

The night, and the prudent nfe of 
fome emincDCcE, which were de- 
fended as well as circnoiilancet 
would admit, prcferved the Pruflian 
army from total defiruflion. How- 
ever their lofs was far greater thaa 
any which they ha]J fuAained from 
the beginning of the war. All their . 
cannon was t^en. The killed, 
wounded and prifoners, by the moff 
favourable accounts, were near 
twenty thoufand. General Putkam- 
mer was killed on the fpot. Thcfe 
gtfnerals whofe names are fo diltin- 
guilhed in this war, lizenplit7, 
Halfen. Finck, Wedcl, and Seid- 
litT:, were among the wounded; as 
was the Prince of Wuriemberg, and 
five major generals. The enemy 
could not bare fewer ;han ten thou - 
fand killed on their fide, for 
hardly ever was a more bloody 
battle. 

Whfn the King of PruiBa found 
bimfelf obliged to quit the field, he 
fent another difpatch to the Queen 
fxpreffed in this manner: " Re- 
" move from Berlin with the royal 
" family. Let .the archivt-s be 
" carried 
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•' carried to Potzdam. The towa 
•• may make condi^ons wUh the 
- enemy." We fliould in vain at- 
tempt to draw the piAure or the 
conrt and ciiy, on tne receipt of 
fuch news in the roidll of the joy, 
. which they indulged for that which 
they had received but a feiv hours 
beforr. The terror was increafed by 
die indidinft relation that Toon fol- 
lowed, which gave them only to 
onderftaDd, chat their army was to- 
tally TOated ; that there was no ac- 
fouDt of the King, and that a Ruf- 
fian army was advancing to take 
pofieffion of their city. 

The day after the battle the King 
of PruHia rcpaHed the Oder, and 
encamped at Retwin. From thence 
he moved to Fullenwalde, and pla- 
ced himfelf in fuch a raannert that 
the Rulfiani did not venture to make 
any attempt upon Berlin. He conij- 
nually watched their army ; a part 
<]f which, inftead of tumine to- 
wards Brandenburg, marched into 
Lufatia, where it joined that of the 
Auftrians. Here the vidorious Ge- 
neral Soliikoff, for the firll time, 
met M. Daun, and amidft rejoi- 
cings and gratulations, confulced 
about the meafures for improving 
their fuccefs. 

The Ruflian and Aullrian armies 
thus united, fcarce fcemed fratn 
their Ittength and their viflatie^ to 
have any oilitr dt'ii be ration left, 
than of what part of the PruHian 
dominions they fhould lake imme- 
diate poflcflion. The King was 
twice defeated, with a v.ill Ic^. He 
W2s cut (iff Iroin all commnnicaiion 
with the army of his brother Prince 
Henry ; yet, to the afloniftimenc of 
all the world, the fuperior, the vic- 
toiiout, and united army adcd up- 
on the defcniive, and were curbed

Nothing 
everfhiwed the genius of the King 
of Pruflia more fully thin his coo- 
dufl after the battle af Cunnetfdorr. 
In a few days after fo terrible a 
defeat, every thing was in order in 
his camp. He fupplied the lofs of 
his artillery from his Korcs in Ber- 
lin. He recalled General KJeift 
with about five ihoufand men frvm 
Pomerania; in prcfence of two 
fuch armies as thofe of M. Daun 
and Count SoltikoiF. be detached 
fix thoufand men from bis {mall 
body, to the relief of Saxanyr 
where the army of the Empire had 
availed itfelf of his dbfence to re- 
duce the whole country. Hall, 
Wittemberg, Leipfic, Torgau, and 
at laft Drefden itfelf had opened 
their gates to the Imperiali(is.

I bid 
you welcome, and entreat ' you to 
join wiih me in chilling up our eyes 
to heaven, and praying tlie bleflirig 
of the fupreme Deing on our endea- 
vours.

The iSch of Jnihr, two men of 
war, two armed Jloopa, and two 
tranfportc, with fome troops on 
board, palTed by the-iown without 
any loft, and got into the upper ri- 
ver. This enabled me to recon- 
ntntre the couiitTy above, where 
I found the fame attention on the 
Caemy's ilde, and great difiicultiei 
on ours, ari£ng from the nature of 
the ground, and the obftacles to our 
communicatioa with tlie Ree^ But 
what I feared mttfl, was, that if we 
(hould land between the town and 
the ri»er Cape Kouge, the body firft 
landed coilld not be ranforced be- 
fore they were attacked by tlie ene- 
my's whole army. 

Notwith Handing thefe difficulties, 
I thought once ol attempting it at 
iit. Michael's, about three miles a- 
boye the town ; but perceiving that 
the enetny were jealous of the de- 
(ign, were preparing againft it, and 
had iflually brought artillery and a 
mortar, (which, being fo near to 
Qoebec, they could increafe as they 
pleafed) to play upon the (hipping : 
and it muli have been many houra 
before we could attack them, (even 
fuppofmg a favourable night for the

habitants of Quebec had retired to 
that place, aitS that probably we 
fhould find a magazine of provifions 
there. 

The colonel was fired upon by a 
body of Indians the moment he 
landed, but they were foon dif- 
perfcd and driven into the woods : 
he fearched for magazines, but to 
no purpolc, brought off fome prifon- 
ers, and returned with little lofs. 

After this bufinefs, I came back 
to Montmorenci, where I found that 
Brieadier Townfliend had, by a fu- 
perior fire, prevented the French 
from ereAing a battery on the bark 
of the river, from whence they in- 
tended to cannonade our camp. I 
now refolved to take the firft oppor- 
tunity which prefented itfelf, of at- 
tacking tlie enemy, though polled 
to great ad vantage, and evc.-y where 
prepared to receive us.

the attainder of hii father. He 
wai a man of a very extraordinary 
perfon and prefence, which drew 
the eyei of all men upon him, 
which were more fixed by a won- 
derful graceful behaviour, a flow, 
log couriefy and civility, and fuch 
a volubility of language, as fur- 
prized, and deli^hfed : and though 
' In another man it might have ap- 
peared to have fomeivnat of affec- 
tation, it was marve!lou( graceful 
in him, and feemfd natural to hi« 
fnt, and mould of his perfon, to 
the gravity of his Amiod, and the 
tone of hi* voice and ddiverj. 
He had a fair repuution in arms,

THOMAS M A V was the 
eldell fon of his father, a 
knight, and born to a fortune, if 
his father had nut fpent it ; lb that 
he had o[^ly an annuity left bin, 
not proportionable to a liberal edn.

mind down to his fortune, by a 
great modefly and humility in his 
nature, which was not affeAed, 
but very well became an imper- 
fe^ioB in his fpeech, which was a 
great mortification to htm, and 
kept him From entering upon any 
diiconrfe but in the- company of 
of na- 
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tore and irt wf re very good, a> ap- 
peari by hii trinflation of Lucan 
(none of the ealieft work of ihac 
kind) and more by hit fnppIemeDt 
to Lucan, wh|ch being entirely bis 
own, for tbe learning, the wit, and 
the langiuge, may be well looked 
npon as one of the befl epic poeini 
it) the Engtifh language. He writ 
foine other cotnmendable pieces, of 
the reign of Tome of our kings. 
He was cherifhed by many perfons 
of honour, and very acceptable io 
all places ; yet (to (hew that pride 
and envy have their inilnences upon 
tlie darroweft tnindi, and which 
have the greateft femblancc of hu- 
mility) though he had received 
moch countenance,- and a very 
conGderable donative from the 
!&ia^; upon bis majelly't refufiog, 
10 give him afmall penfion, which 
he had defigned and prooiifed to 
another veiy ingenious perfoa 
vhofe qnalicies he thought inferior 
to his own ; he fell from hi* duty, 
and all his former friends ; and 
proftiiuted himfelf to the vile office 
of celebrating the iafamousafts of 
thofewho were in rebellion againll 
the King ; which he did fo meanly, 
that he Teemed to alt men to have 
loR his wits* when he left his ho. 
nelly ; and fo Ihortly after died 
niferable and neglefted ; and de- 
ferves to be forgotten.

fore they pretended to Iw ef it j

TTE hid .the advantage of ano- 
rl ble extraflion, and of being 
Dorn his father's eldell Ton, when 
there was a greater fortune in 
profpeft to be inherited (belidea 
what he might reafonably expeft 
by his mother) than came a^r- 
wards to his polTeffion. His eda- 
cation was equal to his birth, at 
leaft in the care, if not in the cli- 
mate ; for hta father being deputy 
of Ireland, before he was of age 
fit to be fent abroad, his breeding 
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was in the court, ao^ io the uni- 
verGty of Dublin, but ander the 
csre, vigilance, and direction of 
Aich governors and tutors, that he 
learned all thofe exercires and lan- 
guagei, better than taoft men doin 
the mod celebrated phcei ; inTo- 
SiDCh ai when he came into Eng- 
land, which wag when he v/ai about 
the age of eighteen years, he was 
not only mafter of the Latin tongue, 
sad had read afl the poeij, and 
Other of the bell authors with not- 
able judgment forihat age, but he 
underllood, and fpake, and writ, 
French, as if he had fpent many 
years in France. 

He had another advantage which 
was a great ornament (o the reft, 
that was ■ good and plentiritl 
■ eftate ; of which he had the early 
poffelhon. Hi* moiher was the 
Me danghter and heir of the Lord 
Chief Baron Tanfield, who having 
given a fair portion with his daugh- 
ter in inarri.ige, had kept himfelf 
free to difpofe of his land, atid his 
other edate, in fuch manner as he 
ihould think fit ; and he fettled ii 
ID fuch amapner upon his grandfon 
Sir Lucius Carey, without talcing 
notice of his father or mother, that 
upon his grandmother's death, 
which fell out about the time that 
he was nineteen years of age, all 
the land, with two very good 
boufes very well furninied (worth 
above two ihoufand pounds fer an- 
uKtnJ in a moll pleafant country, 
and the moH pleafant places in 
that country, wtih a very plentiful 
pcrfonal eliate, fell into his hands 
and polTcHion, and to his entire 
difpofal. 

With thefe advantages, he had 
one great difadvantage (which in 
the £r[I entrance into the world is 
•tiended with too much prejudice) 



ID his perfon and prcfenc^, which 
was ID DO degree aitrafling and 
promilin*;. His ftature was low, 
and fmaller than moft nifn ; his 
motion not graceful ; and his afped 
fo far from ioviung, that it had 
fomewhat in it of fimpliciiy ; and 
his voice the worft of the three, 
and fo uniunod, that inflead of re- 
conciling, it offended the ear, fo 
that nobody would have expeftcil 
mufic from that tongue : and fore 
no man was Icfs beholden to na- 
ture for its recommendation into 
the world; but then no nian fooaer 
or more difappoioted the general 
andcuftomary prejudice; thatliiile 
perfon and fmall fUiure was quick- 
ly found to contain agieatheart,a 
courage fo keen, and a nature fo 
fearlefs, that no compofiiion of the 
(Irongell limbs, and moll harmonic 
ous and proportioned prcfenceaod 
flrength, ever tnore difpofed any 
man to the greatell entejprize; it 
being his grcatcit weaknefj to be 
too lolicilous for fuch adventures: 
and that untuned tongneand voice 
eaiily difcovered itfelf to be fup- 
plted and governed by a mind and 
nnderftanding foexcelleni, that the 
wit and weight of all he faid, car- 
ried another kind of loflre, and 
admiia'ion in ii, and even another 
kind of acceptation from the per- 
Tons prefent, than aoy ornameat 
of delivery could realoDably pro- 
mjfe itfelf; or is ofually attcoded 
with : and his drfpofition and na- 
ture was fo gentle and obliging, fa

Sir 
Lucius Carey was very con fdo us to 
himrrlfof hi; ofTence and tranf- 
greffion, and the confequence of it, 
which choui^h h? could not repent, 
having married a lady of a molt 
extraordinary wit and judgment, 
and of the moR fignal virtue and 
exemplary life,, that the age pro- 
duced, an J who brought hitn many 
hopeful children, in which betook 
grext delight ; yet he confclTed ii, 
with the moll fincere and dutiful 
applicati'ins to hi? father for hia 
pardon thai could he made ; and 
for the ptfjudice he had brought 
upon hii fortune, by bringing no 
portion to him, he offered to re- 
pair it, by religning hii whole 
ellaie to Vn difpofal, and to rely 
wholly upon his kindnefs for hia 
own maintenance and fupport; 
and to chat purpofe he caufcd con- 
veyanres to be drawn by counfel, 
which he brought ready engtoITed

MR. John Hales had been 
Greek profrflbr in the uoi- 
verfity of Oxford; and had borne 
the greatell part of the laboar of 
that excellent edition and im- 
preflion of St. Chryfoftom'i works 
ftl out by Sir Harry Savile, who 
was then warden of Merton col- 
lege, when the other was fellow of 
that houl'e. He was chaplain in 
(he houfe with Sir Dudley Carle- 
ton, ambalTiidor at the Hague in 
Holland, at the time when the fy- 
nod ofDiinwas held, and fo had 
liberty to be prelent at the confiil- 
tatkms in that alTembly ; and hath 
left the befl memorial behind him. 
Afthe ignorance, and paOioD, and

animofity, and inj a Dice of that con- 
vention ; of which he often made 
very pleafant relations : though at 
that time it received too much 
coaatenance from England, Being 
a perfon of the greatell emlnency 
for learning, aqd other abilities, 
from which he might have promif- 
ed himfelf any preferment in the 
church, he withdrew himfelf from 
all purfuiis of thai kind, into i 
private fellowlhip in the coUegcof - 
Eton, where his friend Sir Harry 
Savile was provofl ; where he lived 
amongft his books, and the moft 
feparaied -from the -world of any ' 
man then living ; though he was 
not in the le^lf degree inclined to 
melancholy, but, on the contrary, 
of a vny open and pleafantconver- 
fation ; and therefore was very well 
pleafedwith the refortof his friendi 
to him, who were fuch as he had 
chofi^n, and in whofe company he 
delighted, and for whofe fake he 
would fometime!, once in a year, 
refort to London, only to enjof 
their chearful converfation. 

He would never take any cure 
of fouls; and was fo great a COQ- 
temner of money, that he wai 
wont to fay, that his fellowfbip, 
and the burfar's place (which for 
the good of the ccllege he held 
many yean) was worth to him fifty 
pounds a year more than he conld 
ipend ; and yet, beiides his being 
vtty charitable lo all poor people, 
even to liberality, he had made 
a greater and better colkftion df 
books, than were to be found in 
any other private librarj' that f 
have feen ; as he had fure read 
mdre, and csrii^d more about him, 
in hit cKcelltnt' memory, than 
any man 1 ever knew, my Lord 
Falkland only excepted, who I 
think tided him. He had, whe- 
ihet 
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' ther from bii nauinl remper and 
COD&itatioD, or from his long re- 
ttiremeot from all crowds, or from 
his profound judgment, and dif- 

> cerning fpirit, contraAed fome opi- 
nions, whicb were noc received, 
Bor by him poUIifhed, except in 
private difcourfes ; and then rajlier 
npoD occafioD of difpute, than of 
pofi live opinion ; and he would of- 
ten fay, hi) opinions he was fure 
^id him no harm, but he was far 
JTOm being confident, that they 
might not do ochers harm, who 
entertained them, and might enter- 
tain other refult* from them, than 
lie did ; and therefore he was very 
nlerved So communicating what he 
thoueht himfelf in thofe points, in 
which he differed from what waa 
teceived. 

Nothing troubled him more, 
than the brawls which were grown 
from religion ; and he therefore 
exceedingly deiefted the tyranny 
of the church of Rome ; more for 
their impoGng uncharitably upon 
the confciencei of other men, than . 
fcr the errors in their own opi- 
nions ; and would often fay, that 
he would renounce the religion of 
the church of England to-morrow, 
if it obliged lum to believe that 
any other chriMan flionld 1^ damn- 
ed) and that nobody would con- 
clude another man to be damned, 
whodidnot wifhhimfo. No man 
more llriA and fevnc to himfelf; 
to other men -fo charitable ai to 
their opinions, that he thongh t that 
Oiber men were more in ^uh (or 
their carriage towards them, than 
,thc men ihemfelves were, who err- 
ed ; and he thought that pride and 
paflian, more than confcience, were 
the canfe of all feparatiMi from 
each others conunanion ; and he 
frequently faid, that that only kept 



the world from aoreeing apon fuch 
n liturgy, as miglit bring them in- 
to one communion; all doilrinal 
parts upon, which men differed it 
their opinions, being to have no 
place in any liturgy. Upon an oe- 
caGonal difcourfe with a friend, 
of the frequent, and unchariuble 
reproaches of heretic, and fchifmi- 
tic, 100 lightly thrown at each 
other, amongft men who differ in 
their judgment, he writ a little dif- 
courfe ofichifm, contained in lelt 
than two fheets of paper, which 
being tranfmitted from friend to 
friend in wtitioe, was at laft, with- 
out, any malice. Drought to the view 
of the Arcbbifhop of Canterbury. 
Dr. Laud, who was a very rigid 
furveyor of all thing! which never 
fo little bordered upon fchifm : and 
thought the church could not be 
too vigilant againfl, and jcalou of 
fuch incurfioDi.

The flefh of Ihe rein-deer is the 
ordinary food of the Laplanders. 
They are cloached with their fkinf, 
from head to foot, and exchange mofs 
the fuperfluity for fummer habits "' " " 
and tent), which feive them inAead 
of houfes. They yield milk thro' 
all the year, and this in fummer is 
dried in the Itomachs and hides of 
thefe animal: 
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which they malce oFit being a de- 
licacy not onfc for them, but alfo 
for their oeighbonrs ; but the blood 
and marrow of the rein-deer are 
the moft delicious dilhes of the 
natives ; they make twine of their 
nerves, and offer up their horns to 
their idols; for, not wit branding 
all the eftbrts which the Swede* 
have hitherto made, they havi not 
been able to detach them from ido- 
latry.

and melting their pewter-plate*. 
Their women are very dextrous in 
making pewter-wire, with which 
l>iey adorn the girdles and garments 
of the men, aa well as the harnefs 
of the rein. deer; they can drefs all 
forij of Bcins, and fliape them into 
all the different parts of drefa. 
Theircardj and patterns are of their 
own fabric ; and they make ropes 
of the roots of trees, and a very 
good even thread of the fincwi of 
animals. Finally, they m.ike very 
ferviceablebowsof DifTiirand pliant 
birch, which they join together and 
nniie with a glue, prepared in this 
manner : they ilea a river fith called 
perche, and after having dried the 
ftin, put it to foak in cold water, 
until the fcales can be taken off: 
then they put four or five of ihefe 
Ikins in the bhdderof the rein-deer, 
or in the bark of a birch-tree, that 
the water may w>t wet them in the 
following operation, but that they 
may be penetrated by the vapcur 
■alone. Thefe flcin^ being thus 
wrapped up, arc boiled in water tor 
the fpaccof half an hour, or more, 
Mre DciDg cak» to fink Utesi with

When they have been boiled the 
due time, the bundle is taken ont, 
and the (kins are found reduced in- 
to real gl ue, fo tenacious, that pieces 
of wood joined together by it, never 
feparate, provided the precautioa 
hat Iften taken to keep inera iD^c.

packthread, thai tkeglue may have 
fufficient time to dry. 

From what we have faid of Lap. 
land, and it* inhabitantt, a judge- 
ment may be formed of the trade of 
that people, which in winter ibey 
carry on with the Swedes, and ia 
fummer with the Norwegiaos. Tb« 
3wedi(h merchanu repair to tbe 
places where the Laf Under* aflem- 
blc for divine fervice, for iryiog 
their fuitt, or paying their tribute. 
There ihey buy rein-deer, (kins of 
rein. deer, fowls, fi(b, fletti of rein- 
deer dried in the air, all fort* ef 
furs, cheele made of the milk o( 
rein-deer, butter, balkets, bulkiBs, 
(boes.gloves, and many ot hen bingi 
of the Lapland manofaflure. They 
fell to the Laplanders, tobacco, 
meal, broad cloth, hemp, kitchen- 
tackle of iron and copper, filrrr 
fpoons, bracelets, girdles, ringi, 
cups, hatchets, cutlery-ware, ox- 
hide;, gunpowder, fulils, lead,pia!, 
brinillcne, pewter, wine, beer, figs, 
feathers, down, and other fucbcoa- 
modities.afmall part of which they 
fellagain in their fommerexcurlioni 
tothefrontiersofNorwayi bnttber 
do not in this feafon carry on focli 
an advantageous trade as in tlic 
winter; for at that time the &ini 
are not fo good a* during the frofl; 
(o that they neither vendmany fiui 
norrauch dried flefh, the merchan- 
dize of their coantry being alfflol 
reduced to bark, ropes, and cbetk 
madcof tbemilkofrcia-deer. On 
tbc 
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tbe contrary, theyTLirnifh them Tdvcs 
wirh fell, co>vi, fhe'ep. (heep-lkiiis, 
wbich ihe richer fort cover with 
blue or red cloth to ferve ihem for 
mairafles, fall, tobacco, and efpe- 
cially wiib aqua viix. which is pro- 
hibited in Sweden, While ibey were 
accounted forceieri, they got agreac 
deal by felling lofailocs magic knots, 
of fuch virtues as to accoinmodace 
them with favour;ible winds, whi. 
tberfoever they were bound ; but at 

Sirefenl, the world being better in- 
brined on that fubjefl, they jind oi> 
buyer;, and this fine blanch of trade 
h abfolutely loft. 

Thel.aplanderf, for along lime, 
traded by way of barter, though 
now money it current among them ; 
but ihfy receive nothing from the 
Swedes, who give them that money, 
butDanilh and Dutch crowns, be - 
caufe they cannot carry any other 
into Norway. It is not very fingnlar 
that their neighbours ftiould pretty 
well underftand their language, ai 
there is upon the frontiers of Swe- 
den, a neutral language called the 
language of thi burgk"'' i but we 
ought to affiire the reader, that the 
^apland language is not io barba- 
rous as many imagine, and that 
fotne people have writtrn in it. 
Softer than that of Finland, and 
piore regular than the S>vedilh, it 
expreUcs things with great preci- 
fion. For example, it has lix or 
feven terms to Ggnify the different 
kinds of roads, as many for the 
mountains, and about four and 
twenty to (JilUnguiih the riin-deer, 
according to their fex, age, and 
properties. Themoodsof the veibt 
are more numerous than in any 
other language, and they have no 
fewer than thirteen different cafes 
for theii noons fubftantivc.

TH E Dunfcard town, called 
Epiirara, is fiiuated in the 
frontier pan of Lancaller county, 
fourteen miles from Lancaller, and 
lies between two fmall hills. From 
the top of each of ihefe there is a 
regular declivity to the bottom, 
where a fmall river runs, and by 
one of its windings encircles abouE 
one half of the ground pofTelTed by 
thcDunlcards, This river ferves as 
a kind of natural fence on the one 
fide; theoiher is fecured by aditcb, 
and alarge bank planted with trees: 
the whole cra£l coniaining about' 
350 acres. The road feom Lancaf- 
tcr to Ephrata is very good, and the 
variety of landfcapes that ftrJke the 
eye, make it agreeable. That pare 
of it next Ephrata, is \ety folitary, 
where the inhabitants are thinly 
fca tiered, and thecoun try becoming 
more hilly, makes the road take fe- 
veral windings through the interja- 
cent vallics, which are all we'll fup.

Eloyed him xo write for them ; 
jt his converted nun was the prin- 
cipal fourcc of fupport. A Saxon 
CDont, in his travel) through Hoi- 
land, met with her at the Hagje, 
and taking 4 fancy to her, carriad 
lierwith him to Drefdcn. M«iibert 
wai taken notice of on her account, 
and found a friend and proteAer ia 
hit rival, who recommended him 
to a Saxon nobleman, to be pre- 
ceptor to his fons, ITe foon ac- 
quired the cAeem of the family by 
his wit and agreeable converfation. 
This nobleman was an Inveterate 
enemy to Count Bruhl, and had en- 
gaged with fome of his friends to 
ruin him.

Efbraim 
juftifitd is a falfe rep re fen tat ion of 
the fituation of Sar>ny, under the 
PrulGans: theaff'air of the coinage, 
the levies of recruits, and the raif- 
jngof contributions, are painted in 
odious and fajfe colours ; erroneous 
calculations, and fafli that never 
exifled but in his brain, ferve lo 
jllullrate this performance.

— Having 
thus, in brief, given the fubOance 
of (he trial and convi£lion of A ram, 
we Ihall give hii defence, which he 
delivered into court in writing. 

" Firfl, my Lord, the whole 
tenor of myconduA in life contra- 
diftr every particular of this indiA- 
nent.

He divide; the clafs of quadru-

We 
iniy difcover, by the bare enaroc- 
ration of thefe orders, that this cjt- 
vifion is not only arbitrary, but very 
injodicioully made; for he places in 
this firll order, man, the monkey, 
the Guinea lubbard, and the Ihell- 
lizard. Let us go on to the fecond 
order, which he calls wild be alls ; 
9i)d here indeed he begins ntlh the 



lion and tiger, but he proceeds with 
the cat, the weacle, the otter, the 
fea-cair, thedog, the bear, the bad- 
gcrj and he ends with the hedge- 
bog, (he mole, and tbp hat. Who 
cOuld ever have imagined, that the 
nartte of a wild beaft could have 
beeiigitentothe bat, the mole, and 
the hedge-hog! that fuch domeftic 
animals as the dog and [he cat were 
wild beafts! and is there not here- 
in as great an ambiguity with re- 
gard 10 good feofe, as well as with 
regard to the words? But let us 
proceed to the third clafi, namely, 
the wild rats of M. Linnxus, which 
are the porcupine, the hare, the 
fquirrel, the beaver, and the com- 
mon rat. I declare, that in all 
this, I fee but one fpecies of rats, 
which, in fafl, ii the wild rat. The 
fourth order is that of beafts of car- 
riage, which are the elephant, the 
hippopotamus, or river horfe, ih« 
Oireur-moufe, the horfe and the pig. 
What a ({range, what a chemerical 
arrangement this t His fifth and laft 
order ij cattle, which comprifes the 
camel, the deer, the goat, the ram , 
and the ox. But what difference is 
there not evidently between a ca- 
mel and a ram, or bcttveen a deer 
and a gnat \ And what reafon can. 
there be to pretend that there are 
animals of the fame clafs if it be 
not this, that having abfolutely a 
mind to form clafrcs, and but a 
fmall number of ihem, we muft 
comprife therein beads of all kinds ? 
In fine, by examining the lalt divi- 
Cons of animals idio particular fpe- 
cies, we find that the l»pui ttrvinnl 
is no other than a fpecies of cats;

the civet a fpeciei of badger; the 
Indian pig a fpecies of hare; the 
water-rat a fpecies of beaver; the 
rhinoceros a fpecies of elephant ;

ML' Abbe de Foatenu of the 
, Royal Academy of Infcrip. 
tions and Belles-Letters, to whom . 
the acadrmy is indebted for feveral 
curious oblcrvations, was pleafed 
[o cotnmuoicate to it this year a 
very (ingulaf one. Having remarlc- 
ed how cats often Jiabicaate them- 
fclves, and oftcner than one could 
wifli, to dry warteni, where they 
certairly cannot £nd drink but 
very feldora, he fancied that thefe 
animals could do for a vety long 
time without drinking. To fee 
whether his notions were well 
grounded, he made an experiment 
on a very targe and fat caltrated cat 
.he had at his difpofal. He began 
with fucb difference as makes the b/ rctrcochiag bjr little and llctl^ 
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hh iriak. and, at lafl, debarred 
hiin of it eniirely, yet fed him a* 
ufual wirh boiled meat. The cat 
bad not drank for feven oionlh^, 
vvbcn this obleriration wat commu- 
nicated to the academy, and has 
£»ce pafTed aineieen wiihoui drink- 
ing. The animal was not lefs Acll 
ia healih, nor lefi fji: it onl/ 
fccmed that it eat lefs than before, 
probably becaafe di^eJlion was 
fomewhat (lower. The excrements 
were moie lirinand dry, which were 
not evacuated but every fccondday, 
though utinccamefoith fix otfpven 
limes during the fame time. The 
cat appeared to have an ardent de- 
lire to drink, and ufed his bell en- 
deavours to tellify tl)e fame to Mr. 
Foncenu, efpecially when he law a 
pot of water in bis hand. He 
licked greedily ihemug, the glafs. 
iroD, in Ihon, every thing thai 
could procure for his tongue the 
fcnfaiion of coolnefs ; but it dpes 
not appear ia- the leall [hat his 
healib fufered any alieration by fo 
ievere and fo long a vrani of all torts 
of drink, ll may be inferred from 
bcnce, that cats may Tupport thirlt 
for a confiderable cime, without 
rifqueof madnets or other fat>il ac- 
cident. According 10 M. dt Fon> 
fena's remark, thefe perhaps are 
nottheonly animalsthatenjoy this 
faculty, and thisobfefvaiion might 
lead perhaps to more imponani 
ebjedj.

A FT£R all the wonders ibat 
T^ have been relatedof the tem- 
ples of Jupiter Olympius, Diana of 
Ephcfus, Scrapie, &c. it may well 
be quefiioned, if, upon the wliole, 
ifaofekncient edifices furpafTed the 
modem churches in grandear and 
richer. To determine the point, it 
will be ncceflary to take a view of 
the temples built in the pUins, and 
thofe ercAed in great cities. 

Travfrfe the open couniries of 
Greece.Peloponnefus, and the adja- 
cent ides, xnd you will every where 
meet with little edifices, faid lobe' 
temples ; fomehalfin ruing, others 
in tolerable good condition,without 
any thing material to dillinguifh 
them; noexternal ornaments, molt 
of them brick, and ihebrllof them 
finilhed in a dome or roof, orna- 
mented with fome llight fculpture! 
A few indeed there are furrounded 
with groves, conlecraced by fuper- 
ftition, or deftgned to (hade the 
worlhippersof theidol ; allof them 
placed in delarti, uninhabited, ex- 
cept by here and there a hermit, 
wh« makes it his whole fiudy to 
•mure travellers with fables. It is 
north ere fore among thefeftruClures 
that yon are to look for the magni. 
ficeoce of the Grecian temples. 

The Romans, who were alfo ac. 
cnftoned to ereA temples in the 
country, derived all their deities, 
celeftial, terreftrial, and infernal. 
from Gl^k origin. There wai not 



a fingle canton of Attica, or Thef- 
faly.whetefomemetamorphofishad 
not been wrought, or fome divine 
combat happened. Thefe exploit* 
fcrved to extend fuperAition, and 
multiply the monamenis that were 
to perpetuate it. But the Romans, 
who were the petty imitators of the 
Greeks, fell fhort of their roafters itt. 
the dimensions of their Jnfulaied 

It may perhaps by faid, that we 
give the name of temples to edifi- 
ces, which in ancient times were ne- 
ver confidered as fuch; but without 
entering into a difcoflion, let it fuf. 
lice, that the buildings we are fpeak- ' 
ingof,werefacredand public; (lill 
retaining their firll furniture of fta^ 
tues, altars, and tripodi. We meet 
with nothing more efTential lo the 
ceremonious part of worfhip among 
the larger temples of Athens and 
Corinth. If no other flrnAuret 
were to be comprehended in the 
denomination of temples, but thofe 
whofe extent is to be meafured by 
acresandfladia, it muftbe admitted 
that Rome herfelf, the city of all 
the Gods, had no more than three; 
thofe of Jupiter Capitolinui, oF 
Peace, and the Pantheon. Thefe 
are the only ones that weft abova 
the ordinary fize; the laft, fliil fub* 
filling, is but 144 feet in diameter. 
Time has ilfo fpared the temple of 
Fonuna Virills, and of Velta : the 
one is an oblong ftjuare, the other ' 
round : the Pantheon will hold 
them both.

nyexecrablethiDgs.calledbuildings, 
were produced upon the degraded 
principles of Grecian architeflure, 
and the time from the cxiinftioo, or 
ratherperverfionofantienttafle,may 
be divided into (hree periods ; from 
the fourth cent ary to the ninth, from 
the ninth to the end of the fifteenth, 
'and from that time to the prefent. 

Thougfe the Chriftians were at 
firft fo fcattered and opprelTi^d by 
pcrfecution, that they had no better 
places ofworihip than the caves, 
which they formed or made on the 
iides of rocks, or below the furface 
of the ground, yei they had public 
places ofworihip before the fourth 
century. SomecccIefiallicaUuthors 
haveaircrted, that tbeChriltians had 
fpacious churches tiMy adorned 
before the time of Conllantine the 
Great ; fcr they fay, -hat the lirft 
objefl of hii care, after the de- 
feat of Maxentius, was the repara. 
tionof the temples of the true God; 
but to give thefe authors all their 
weight, their tedimony cin only 
lefer to the churches of the Eafl ; 
thofe in tlie LcCerAfta, in Syria, 



and the Lower Egvpt; thofe t^tbtf' 
WrA, and even of Rome, areentire. 
ly out of the quellion ; for thoogb 
it be true, thai, from the time of 
Trajan, to thatof ConAantine, the 
emperors reGded asroocl^in Afia u 
in Europe, yet it is equally true, 
thai Chriftianity was much more 
reprelTed aad rellrained in Enrope 
than in Afia. During the reign of 
Dioclefian, and fome other empe- 
rois, whodiAingaiflied tbemfelvei 
by their moderation, the Chrilliaoi 
ventured toquit their vaults and ca< 
tacombs, and ereAed Ibme build- 
ings, which were fet apart for the 
public worlhip of God; but as they 
wereinperpeiualfearofperfecBtioo, 
even when they did not fuffer it, 
fo long a* the emperors continued 
idolaters, they did not dare to gin 
their churches an air of grandeor, 
lef^thejealoufyofthe infidels (hould 
raife a new florm againll ibem. It 
feems therefore probable, that tbe 
fpacious and rich churches mention- 
ed byEufebiusand NicephorasiWere 
only fpacious and rich in comparifoo 
ofihccsvernsanddens,in which the 
Cbridians alTembled in tinges of ac- 
tual perftcuiion; of thefe there an 
not now the kaft remains, bat per* 
hups it is eafy to form a jnll idea 
of them, by confidrring what ibe 
churches were, which were ereded 
when Chrillianiiy wag firft the cHa- 
blilhed religion, when its patrou 
were the lords of the world, and it* 
profeffors might fafely hold the 
power of idolaters in defiance. Of 
thefe there are feveral now extant ; 
fome that were built in the reign of 
Conltantinc, aad others from tfa* 
time of his children and focccflbn, 
till the total ruin of the empire.

The eruption of Vefuvius, in the 
reign of Tiberius, damaged liie 
Panibeon very confiderably ; h was 
repaired by l>oniiiian, which occa- 
fioned fume writers to meniton that 
prince as the founjer of the buiM- 
lug, Thecrpperor Adrian alibdid 
fomethinjj to it,' But it appears, 
iliai the Pantheon is more indebted 
;o Septin.ius Severui, than to any 
OTie fince its erection.

The temple fubfifled in all its 
grandeur, till the incurfion of Alaric 
in the timeofHonorius. Zoiymus 
relates, that the Romi-ns having 
engaged Co furnilh this Barbarian 
prince with 3000 pounds weight 
of gold, and jooo pounds weight 
of filver, upon condition that he 
(hould depart from their walls; 
and h proving impotlible to raife 
tliofe fums, eiiiicrout of the public 
treafur^, or private purfes, they 
were obliged to llrip the temples 
of their ftacucs and ornamentj of 
gold and filver. It is probable that 
the Pantheon fupplicd a good pan, 
as that of JupitLT Capitolinus was 
the only one in Rome, that could 
vie with it for riches. 

Alaric carried off nothing from 
the Romans beiiJes their preciooj 
metals. Thirty-nine years after 
thii, Genferic, King of the Va(\- 
dals, took away part of their mar- 
bles i and whether from a greedi- 
ncfj of plunder, or from a relifti of 
[he produftions of art, loaded oie 
of his Oiipi i^ith llatues. It cannot 
be fjuelliuned, but that on this oc-

name from this plant of Egypt.

ONCE upon a time ih« feven 
wife men of Greece were met 
lontker at Alheni, and it wai pro- 
poTed that every one ofchem Ihould 
mentton what he cboughc ihegreai- 
clt wonder in the crejcion.

public. I beg ybur afliSaace to 
convey fome hioti on a fubjeft I do 
not remember to have fecn yet 
treated of, which, though it caa- 
not be conlidered in ihe light of 
the above charities, ii nevertbck& 
of fome confcqoence. I mean the 
improper education given to agreat 
number of the daughters of low 
tradefman and mechanic*. Every 
village in the neighbourhood m 
this great city has one or two little 
boarding- fchools, with an infcrip* 
lion over the door, YeH»g la£u 
hearJtJ and tdaetHii. The cxpOKe 
is fmall, and niiher the blacklmilb, 
the aIehoule-keej)rr, the Ihoe-ma- 
ker, &c. fends his daughter, who, 
from the moment Ihc enters tbefe 
walls, becomes a young lady. The 
parent's intention is an honeft one; 
his time'is too much taken np, a* 
well as his wife's, by the neceffary 
duties of their profeffion, to have 
any to beltow on the education af 
their children ; they are therefore 
obliged to fend them from home. 
As this is che cafe, there ought 
certainly to be proper fchooh for 
their reception ; but farely, the 
plan of there fchooli oDght to di&r 
as much from that of the great 
fchools, intended for the daogh- 
lers of the nobility and genuy, as 
the nation in life of the icholaH at 
the one differs from thofe of the 
other. Thisis,however,fofarfroDi 
being the cafe, that, the ariicle of 
expcnce excepted, the plan is tfae 
fame; and the daughter of the 
lowell Ihoplteeper at one of thefe 
fchooli, is at much Mils, and a 
young lady, as fbc danghur of the

Cai 
he fuppole a young lady will weigh 
hii foap for him? or perform any 
other office, ihe gentility of her 
edncation has exalted her fo far 
above? Though ignorant of every 
thing elfe, Ihe will be fo perfea ia 
the lelTons of pride and vanity, 
that Ihe will del'pife him and hia 
nalty Stop, and tjuit botK, to go 
olf with the firH mdn ivbo promilet 
her a filk gown, and a blonde cap.

TT^'E often look with indtffe-

him, and is loft alike in the carerns 
of oblivion : but when the whole 
nafi of calamity rifei up at once, 
when twenty thoufand reafooable 
beings are he^rd all groaning In 
nnDcctlTary mifery, not by the in- 
firmiiy of natare, bat the miftake 
or negligence of policy, who can 
forbear to pity and lament, to won- 
der and ^hor ? 

There is no need o/ declamatory 
rehetnence ; we live in an age of 
commen:eand computation ; let as, 
therefore, coolly enquire what is 
- the fum of evil which theiropriron- 
meni of debtors brings upon our 
country.

The misfortnaei of an individnal 
do not extend iheir influence to 
many ; jet, if we conlider the re- 
lations and efieAs of confanguinity 
and friendfhip, and the general re- 
ciprocation of wants and benefits, 
which makes one man dear or oe- 
cefisry to another, ii may reafon- 
ably be fuppofed, that every man 
lanznilhing in prifon gives trouble 
of fome kind to two others, who 
lovetv need him.

I am afraid that thofe who are 
brA acquainted with thcAate ofour 
prifons, will confefs that my con- 
jeflnre ii too near the truth, when 
I fuppofe that the corrolion of re- 
fentment, the heavinefs of forrow, 
the corruption of confined air, the 
want ofezercife, and fometimei of 
food, the contagion Af difeafes from 
which there is no retreat, and ik* 
feverity of tyrants, againft whom 
there can be no refillance, and alt 
the complicated horrors of a pri- 
fon, pni an end every year to the 
life of oneinfonr ofthofe that are 
flint up from tlie common comfort* 
of human life.

Good Gud ! how many, igno- 
xant of iheir owo country, ran ea- 
gerly into foreign regioos, to fearch 
oat and admire whatever curiofiiics 
are to be found ; many of which 
are much inferior to tbofe, which 
oifer themfelves to our eyes at 
home.

Lad no other effeft. under the em- 
perors, than to make thofe very Ro- 
mans ferocious and cruel: from the 
fame fpedacle, exhibited at differ- 
ent time*, the people learned at firft 
to undervalue their own lives, and 
afterwards to fport with thofe of 
others. 

With regard to the fpecies of pab- 
lie eDteriainmenii, this mull be de- 
termined by the plcafore they af. 
lord, and not by cbeir utility, li 
there is any utility to be obtained 
by them, well and good; but the 
chief intent is to pleafe ; and pro- 
vided the people are amufcd, this 
view is fulfilled.
